‘LETTER: FROM BISHOP BEVAN 


THE Ho tr, 
HoarwIirHy, 
HEREFORD. 


18th 1951. 
Dear F nore of West China, 
1's good to be able to write and greet you from an 
_address in England. Please join with us in giving thanks 
for safe journeys completed by many of us. For myself, I 
have accepted the country living of Woolhope, nine miles 
from the city, in the Diocese of Hereford, and hope to be 
instituted and inducted on August 4th. 

Now as to the future of the Association : the other day 
someone who has been keenly interested in it remarked that 
she supposed that in view of the fact that all the missionaries 
had left or would be leaving; this would now come to an 
end. But my: reply was that the D.A.W.C. was primarily 
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a linking up of those who were prepared to pray for West 


_ China and that the need for prayer was as urgent as ever 
and that for that reason we ought to seek to hold together. 


This was the opinion of the Executive Committee in 


their important meeting held on May 2nd. It was urged 
_ that we should beware of any slackening in our prayers. 
. To continue to pray intelligently without information is — 

difficult and so it is planned to issue a brief Newsletter twice 


a year to keep you all in touch as far as may be. An old 


_ and honoured member of the Committee wrote warning _ 


against the Association’s béing left without funds in case | 


_ of a change of circumstances which would permit of our 
_ sending financial help to the Dioceses ; so it was decided 


to continue receiving contributions to ‘build. up a reserve 


. fund of £500, with which it would be possible to send — 


immediate help at any time. At present there is only 


about half of that sum in hand. 


As regards future meetings, there will be an important 
one at which we trust there will be a large attendance. 
A Day of Prayer is planned for September 26th and of 
this a full notice is given in another part of the letter. Do © 
try to be present. (The Committee hope it will be a real 
Reunion of West China missionaries and their friends. Ed.) 

How great the need of prayer is, you can guess. Think 


ae: of the Diocese of Western Szechwan without a Bishop at 


the present time. Remember Bishop Ts’ai in the Eastern 
Diocese. . We have very little recent news of him or of any 


_ other leaders as they have been compelled to sever all 


connexion, even communication by letter, with 
Westerners abroad and even with those still in "China: 
There is no certainty—we may almost say little likelihood 
—that Bishop Ts’ai will be able to travel for some time, 
and it may not be easy for him to keep in touch by corres- 
pondence with his clergy. They and all other workers 
must now be self-supporting, and how much time they may 
have for their spiritual work is not easy to tell. Many who 


in the past owned property have not only lost it, but are 


saddled with all kinds of demands as past landlords. 
Because of their past fellowship with missionaries, all 
Christians are suspected by ignorant people of being tools 
of: imperialist exploitation. It will be peculiarly difficult 
for people in country places and small A sere, where satin 
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land reform all gatherings have had to cease. Pray that — 


these Christians may remain faithful and, after land reform 
is over, may re-organize as they will be permitted to do 
under the constitution of the new régime. We need, to 
pray specially for the stability of young Christians évery- 


_ where and for the raising up in God’s good time of new — 


Church leaders and sound men to become voluntary clergy. 
Pray for all retired workers, specially Bishop Song and 
Bishop Ku. 
“Do not forget to intercede for the few remaining 
missionaries, themselves in difficulty and an embarrassment 
to their fellow-Christians, that they may be supported in 
spirit, maintained in health and given wisdom in all 
circumstances. 


"The future of the Church in China will depend upon the | 


earnestness with which Christians give their testimony. 
Pray that they may continue to do this at all times and in 
all places. ways’ you will DY your 
_ prayers to serve the cause of Christ in China.

I need constantly to remind myself that I may well sin 


against God if I fail to pray for our fellow-Christians in — 


China. It is not easy to go on with these intercessions 
without fresh news. We are reminded, however, by St. 


Paul in 1 Corinthians 1. 9, that we have been “called = 


into the fellowship of God’s Son, Jesus Christ our. Lord ” 


With this high privilege are attached duties as members of 


this fellowship and we might well tremble to think how 
easily we may fail to fulfil these.: But the Apostle reminds 
us-that God is faithful; He. who has ‘called us’;- He will 


hold us lest ‘we fall arid strengthen us-lest we fail. ‘Let 


remember this and ‘see that we thus co-operate with God 
China.

the reopening of work in West China in both dioceses should 
this later prove possible, the use of any surplus beyond this 
amount being considered in relation to the needs of 
Societies working among Chinese in Malaya or elsewhere. 

As it is no longer passible to obtain articles from West 


China for publication in Four Streams, the Committee 


further decided that a short Newsletter should be issued 
twice a year to give any information Which may come 


_. through from West China from time to time, and to suggest . 
subjects for prayer.

just at the time when our brethren in West China are © 
_ facing not only a time of great financial hardship and 
even increasing trials of their faith, but probably in many | 


cases the gravest threats to their liberty and their lives. 

It will be seen from the Accounts that at home, too, we 
have financial problems which cause us grave anxiety. 
Our subscriptions and donations, which have shown a 
downward tendency for several years, have again declined 
by. almost £50 and our Day of Prayer and Gifts, which 


always provided a steady source of income, brought in 


only £26. 
_ The political situation in Chins has made it impossible 


during recent months to send any remittances to China 


so that at the moment we have a somewhat larger balance 


than usual in hand, but this is being held in reserve to 


provide for the very great needs which will arise if, as we 
hope and pray, peace is restored in Korea and conditions 
throughoyt China become more normal. 


Mr. D. R. Carter has most gallantly stepped into the 
breach as Hon. Treasurer at a.time of great anxiety and 
difficulty, and, as I have known him since he was a very | 


- small boy, I can commend him most warmly to all our 

friends both i in China and England, and I et that you 

will uphold his hands unceasingly both by your prayers 
and your gifts, so that these days of apparent difficulty in 

_ West China may@pecdily be seen as God’s opportunity to

It is with great regret that we have to report the death of 


three former missionaries in Western China. 


Mrs. Squibbs was one of the early workers in the 
~ C.M.S. West China Mission, having gone out with her 


husband, Dr. Squibbs; to look after the health of mission- 
aries and start medical work among the Chinese at. what 
afterwards became the Mienchu Hospital. . 

Miss F. H. Culverwell is described by one of her © 
fellow-workers as ‘‘ a wonderful woman .. . one of.the 
last links with the early pioneers ” in the C.I.M. work in 
Eastern Szechwan, with a long record of faithful service. 

Mrs. H..H. Taylor first joined the C.M.S. West China | 
Mission as Miss Amy Kempson, and later married the 
Rev. H. H. Taylor who was for a time seconded to the 
C.1.M. Theological Training College in Paoning, after- 


_ wards returning to work in Western Szechwan.
